Finance Committee Directed to Invest 
Surplus. 

Announcement that the society of 
the Modern Woodmen of America will 
levy no January assessment on its mem- 
bers is made following action taken by 
the board of directors at their session 
in the head office building Thursday of 
last week. 

Two assessments, those of February 
and August were skipped this year and 
the fact that a no-assessment month is 
to open the year of 1911 is looked upon 
as a good omen. 

The policy of the management of the 
society is to" skip an assessment when- 
ever the condition of the benefit fund 
makes such a thing practicable and ad- 
visable. 

Acting on instructions from the board 
of directors of the Woodmen, the 
finance committee has arranged for 
the purchase of $800,000 worth of 
bonds, most of them to be municipal, 
the purchase to be made in different 
cities throughout the country. 

The by-laws of the society direct that 
the surplus of the benefit fund be in- 
vested in this way, and it was in accor- 
dance with this law that the directors 
ordered the bonds purchased. They 
will bring the society interest at the 
rate of 5 per cent and there is no uncer- 
tainty as to their valve.

NAMING OF PENNSYLVANIA 



William Blathwayt, Commissioner o» 

Plantation!, Suggested It Ba 

Called After the Quaker, 

When William Penn was asked by 
Charles II. to name the now colony 
over the sea. he proposed the name 
of the queen. William Blathwayt, the 
commissioner of plantations, bluntly 
negatived the proposal In the pres- 
ence of the court, &nd suggested the 
Quaker's own name as the proper one 
for "the vast territory that owed its 
colonization and development to him. 
The king was not offended, but sided 
with Blathwayt 1 , and, Penn himself 
was greatly flattered by the compli- 
ment. Several letters on the subject 
were written by him to Blathwayt. 
These - letters were carefully . pre 
served by Blathwayt's descendants, 
and being recently put up at auction 
With the original draft by Charles II. 
of Pennsylvania to Penn, brought 
nearly $18,000. 

Tho family name of Blathwayt be- 
came extinct through the marriage of 
the sole son of the line to a wealthy 
alios Winter; who restored the fallen 
fortunes of the Blathwayts on condi- 
tion that her husband adopted, the 
name of Winter. One of the Winters 
accompanied Sir Francis Drake 
around the world, as his vice-admiral, 
and another of the family was a vice- 
admiral under Drake' when he des- 
troyed the Armada.

The Worst Dog Biting Accident in the 

History of Lake County— Boy Is 

in State of Nervous Collapse 



Robert Silvestri, a thirteen year, old 
news boy of Highland Park, may die as 
the result of thirty wounds on his body 
sustained from an attack by four bull 
dogs belonging to C. W. Bulkley of 
Highland Park. 

Young Silvestri, bears ten large 
wounds and twenty smaller ones, his 
ears are almost completely chewed off 
and his features are badly mutilated. 

Saturday morning on - his paper de- 
livery rout he delivered his papers as, 
usual at the Bulkley residence aud was 
going after his bicycle when one bull 
dog made after him.-^-He made every 
eflort to climb a tree on the edge of the 
ravine that runs through the place but 
■was pulled from the tree by the canine 
catchidg him by tho foot and dragging 
him down. The first dog was soon 
joined by three other blooded animals 
from the Bulkley pack and the four 
dogs mercilessly bit and tore at the 
prostrate form. His clothing was al- 
most completely torn off and the fact 
that the youth kept his arms about his 
neck is all that saved his life, as the 
dogs worried at his throat and tried 
to tear it. 

Finally a colored coachman at the 
Bulkley residence heard the confusion 
and went to. the rescue, and he in turn 
had a battle with the. infuriated beasts 
but finally succeeded in beating them 
oil with a club. 

Silvestri was. then taken home and 
three Highland Park physicians were 
called, They found that besides the 
thirty wounds he was suffering from a 
severe nervous collapse. 

Two Italian physicians were later 
called from Chicago to determine if the 
do£s had rabies or not. They pronounc-. 
ed the^ dogs not to be suffering from 
the disease. The wounds such as ctfftld 
be were cauterized and treated but the 
boy is still in an extremely critical 
condiMorT 

Mr. Bulkley the owner of the dogs is 
on an eastern trip at the present time 
but the family has agreed to care for 
young Silvestri and to use every means 
to save his life.

Will Wines' Collection of Indian 

Relics Sold at Auction 

by Constable 



TO SATISFY A JUDGMENT 



Collection was Contained in Forty Boxes 

Which Were Sold Under the 

Hammer Monday 



Constable John Ayres held a public 
sale on Monday, says the Lake County 
Independent, disposing of the personal 
effects of Will Wines to satify a judge- 
ment of $200 in favor of Doc. Drown. 
The sale realized $55, the greater por- 
tion of the, articles consisting of boxes, 
nailed . or locked and supposed to con- 
tain some of the valuable Indian relices 
in the collection of which Wines was 
a virtual fanatic, but so far as can be 
ascertained, none of the purchasers 
found any in the boxes bought by them. 

Wines will be remembered as an 
eccentric character who lived here for 
many years, leaving some seven years 
ago for Nebraska, where he is supposed 
to be now. His collection of Indian 
relics, such as arrow heads, pipes, war 
clubs, tomahawks, etc., was certainly 
extensive and of much value, as can be 
verified by many of our people who had 
occasion to see them. Wines would 
travel any distance on foot it necessary 
in order to locate articles of this kind 
of which he had heard, and most of his 
meager savings, were spent in exchange 
for these relices. It is* said that just 
previons to ,his leaving here for 
Nebraska he. shipped the most valuable 
of his collection away; yet it is aserted 
that much of it is stored in some place 
known only to the eccentric owner. 

Many amusing stories" regarding 
Wines and his peculiar characteristics 
are told by those who knew him. Some 
of these were his disinclination to 
take a bath and his prediction for 
wearing several suits of clothes at one 
time. Although very eccentric and 
undoubtedly of unbalanced mentality, 
he was perfectly ^harmless, and would 
talk for hours lipon the engrossing 
subject of Indian relics, this being a 
mania with him, and numerous instan- 
ces are recalled when in response to a 
request to exhibit some of his collection 
he had appeared at the home of the 
interestedone with several boxes of as- 
sorted trinkets and lingered until the 
small bours of the morning expiating 
upon*, the different articles and giving 
accounts of the manner in which he ob« 
tained them. 

There is no' question but that the col- 
lection gathered by Wines in the many 
years that he was addicted to the hobby, 
was very valuable, but whether any 
great portion of his collection was con- 
cealed in any of the forty boxes sold at 
auction, is a secret to be divulged only 
by those to whom they were knocked 
down by the constable.

Bristol Damaged by Fire 

on Friday Evening 



THREE PERSONS INJURED 



The Accidental Overturning of a Japanese 

Lantern Given as Cause— Damages 

Estimated at About $200 



Wesley Chapel, the historic old 
Methodist church in the town of Bristol 
had a baptism of fire last Friday even- 
ing and it was only through the heroic 
efforts on the part of the members of 
the congregation that the church was 
saved from destruction. As a result of 
their efforts to subdue the fire three 
of the leaders, Rev. Lugg, pastor, Eu- 
gene Shuart and Frank Gethem are 
laid up with badly burned hands and 
arms and several others are suffering 
from minor injuries. 

At the time of the fire the church 
was in festive attire as the night had 
Seen set apart for the holding of the 
annual Christmas bazaar by the ladies 
of the church. 

The entire building had been decorat- 
ed with Japanese lanterns, bunting and 
paper flowers, and other decorations of 
fiamable nature had been placed about 
the structure, and in addition to this 
there were hundreds of small articles 
that had been placed on sale. The fire 
broke out about an hour before the 
time set for the opening of the sale and 
at the time there were less than a doz- 
en people there adding the finishing 
touches and preparing for the enter- 
tainment of the crowd. 

The lanterns had been lighted when 
one of them was accidentally over- 
turned and in a second the flames had 
spread to all parts of the church. At 
a risk of 'their lives the pastor and those 
present tore down the burning decora- 
tions in an effort to stop the* spread of 
the flames. The frantic ringing of the 
church bell summoned the entire neigh- 
borhood and in a short tinje help had 
arrived and the flames were extinguish- 
ed. However tiie .fancy decorations 
had all been destroyed, and the perma- 
nent decorations badly damaged. 

Rev. Lugg received the most serious 
burns, and Dr. Stephens was called to 
dress them, and the pastor expects to 
he able to fill his pulpit as usual by next 
Sunday, although it will be some time 
before he is fully recovered. 

Most of the fancy articles were saved 
and the fire did not put an end to the 
festivities of the evening, and it is said 
that this wns the most successful bazar 
ever held there. 

The damage by fire amounted to 
about two hundred dollars and was ful- 
ly covered by insurance.

For 
such a bite, carrylng^is it does half 
a teaspoonful or more of venom deep 
into the flesh, all ordinary cures are 
unavailing. Hypodermically Injected, 
however. In Bufllclent quantities sure-' 
ly to kill the patient were ho not 
suffering from the snake poison, 
strychnine Is a certain counteractant! 
The greatest danger is said to bo In 
administering too little strychnine. As 
a matter of fact but few even* of 
skilled physicians have onough knowl- 
edge of the subject to be able to act 
-with any assurance in administering 
strychnine in such cases. That rat- 
tlesnake poison and. strychnine are 
exact opposltes has been' shown by 
experiments In which animals dying 
of strychnine . Inoculations have been 
cured by injections of the snake 
venom. — Popular Mechanics.

WOMAN SLAYS POI ICE CHIEF 



Pueblo, Seething With Rebellion, Is 
Scene of the Clash — Francisco. Ma* 
•^dero, i Head of Revolutionary Party, 
_/ Claims the Presidency. 



Mexico ,' City, Mex. — Revolution 
broke out Friday In the, city of 
Pueblo between the an tl-re-clectJonists • 
and the federal forces , and it is re- 
ported that 40 persons were killed and 
three wounded. The federal soldiers 
have gotten the upper hand o£ the af- 
fair. 

A woman killed the chief of police 
and -another wounded a major of in* 
fan try. 

Many arrests of supporters of Fran- 
cisco L Madero, the revolutionary 
leader, are being made all over Mex- 
lco. 

Eleven Mexicans were arrested at 
Buena Vlata and lodged in Jail at 
Oananea charged with attempting to 
foment a revolution. 

At Orizaba numerous arrests were 
made and the police captured a large 
quantity of armB and ammunition. 

Details, of the 'anti-Diaz conspiracy 
have come to light The conspirators 
had extended their operations to the 
Btate of Veracruz, Hidalgo, Coahulla, 
Son Luis Potosl, Nuevo Leon, Pueblo, 
Jalisco, Guanajuata, Yucatan and 
Zacatecas. Circulars Bent out by 
Madero or. his agents from San An- 
tonio, Tex., outllno his campaign and 
announce Madero as constitutional 
president of Mexico. The manifesto 
Treads: 

*% Francisco I. Madero, will place 
myself at the head of a revolutionary 
party against.' the government of 
Mexico. Between the 20th and 30th 
of November I shall lead my followers 
against the government of Mexico." 
--'Of the'nien arrested here for com- 
.pliclty in the conspiracy one, Cosle 
Robelo carried a commission from 
Madero naming him as governor of 
the state of Hidalgo. 

No anti-American talk is being 
heard now. 

"It is true a conspiracy against the 
administration has been unearthed, 
but It is a mistake to suppose that 
the participants, who have been ar- 
rested are of any importance." 

So said one of the highest officials 
of the government The 'official, 
whose name Is withheld, continued: 

"The men under arrest are petty 
agitators and malcontents, who have 
affiliated themselves with every group 
which in the last year or so has or- 
ganized opposition to President Diaz's 
administration. These men were first 
Reylsts, then Democrats, then anti-re- 
electlonlsts; more recently they have 
been supporters of Francisco I. Ma- 
dero, who is suspected of supplying 
them with money. 

"They are Incapable and have no 
preBtlge or any quality necessary to 
successful leadership. The present 
conspiracy had ramifications. The po- 
lice seized arms and ammunition worth 
perhaps $6,000 or $8,000 in this city, 
at Pachuca and elsewhere." 

Francisco Madero was a candidate 
against Diaz at the late presidential 
election in Mexico. Madero was ar- 
rested then for a "political offense" 
and jailed. He was released last 
month on condition that he leave 
Mexico. He hurried to Texas. 



COMMONS RAIDED BY WOMEN 



Militant Suffragettes Storm British 

Parliament and 116 Are Arrested 

After Lively Fight, 

London. — One hundred and sixteen 
of the 1,000 militant suffragettes who 
marched on the parliament building 
were arrested after a lively fight with 
the police. 

Led by Mrs. Emmellne Pankhurst, 
the women made a determined at- 
tempt to force the police cordon 
about the house of commons and, 
reaching Premier Asqulth, to Insist 
upon the Introduction of a woman's 
suffrage bill. 

The women made every effort with- 
in their power to break the lines, 
bringing into play some rare military 
strategy and football tactics. Fight- 
ers in the front ranks retired many 
times to make way for fresh reserves, 
but the police were too strongly in- 
trenched. Orders had been given the 
officers to make as few arrests as 
possible, but it soon became neces- 
sary to Jail as many of the women as 
could be captured. After Parliament 
Square had been cleared the three 
leaders of the demons tratlon, led by 
Mrs. Pankhurst, were permitted to on- 
ter the lobby of the house of com-, 
mons, where they were met by Mr. 
Asquith's ' secretary and Informed that 
the premier would not see them and 
said that there was no chance for a 
suffrage bill at the present session.-

Sinking Man Falls to Recognize Wife 
and"Passes Away Without Regain- 
ing Consciousness — Remained Un- 
der the Ban of Church. ., 



Astopova. — Surrounded by his wife, 
children, Doctor Makovetsky and the 
other attending physicians Count Leo 
Tolstoi . passed away peacefully at 
6:30 Sunday morning In the lonesome 
Uttlo"; railway station of ' ttio ~town. 

, Efforts of tho church to gather the 
famous reformor into its " folds ef- 
fected* nothing, as neither side 
yielded. 

It was recognized long before ho 
passed, away that his case wa3 hope- 
less. 

Several of tho physicians were 
greatly; ovorcomo by the approaching 
death of Russia's great writer. 

His heart beat Its. last npparcntly- 
without a clear momont to enablo 
him to say farewell or cast a forgiv- 
ing look upon his wife and^ children. 

Tolstoi, nccompanlod only by Doctor 
Makovetsky, left his homo at Yasnaya' 
Pollana .for- the purpose of ending his 
days In solitude, to which he more 
and more inclined during his later 
years. His pilgrimage led him to 
tho monastery at Shamardlne, in tho 
province of Kaluga, where ho re- 
mained as tho guest of his sister, 
"Marie, who Is a nun In the cloister. 

Learning that. his retreat haofnoon 
discovered, ho insisted upon proceed- 
ing on his Journey, to the Caucasus, 
where he hoped to spend his last 
days close to the TolBtolan colony on 
the shores of tho Black Sea. ' 

But during the railroad .Journey he 
was overcome -with exhaustion and 
the cold, and Doctor Makovetsky was 
compelled to' have him transferred to 
the flag station' at Aetapova, where 
he was. made as comfortable as pos- 
sible in the rude wooden building. 

For Ave days he had lain. thore- suf- 
fering first from bronchitis and later 
from inflammation of the lungs. Spe- 
cialists were called from Moscow 
and other places, but notwithstanding 
their utmost efforts, the heart of tho 
great Russian responded but feebly 
to the restoratives and stimulants.

Government Attorneys Declare Losses 

Are Far Greater Than Those In 

Sugar Swindle. 



New York. — Assistant United 
States Attorney Whitney declares 
that the woolen duties frauds against 
which Collector William Loeb, .Jr., 
has begun a campaign will prove the 
most stupendous -swindle yet disclosed 
at this port since the government be- 
gan Its investigation into customs 
leaks. 

It is said that the losses in duties 
claimed by tho._ government will 
amount to upward of $10,000,000. 

In the sugar cases, which previous- 
ly held first place In tho amount of 
money involved, the full extent "of the 
frauds was never. ascertained, but the 
government obtained restitution of 
. more than $2,000,000 from tho import- 
ers. 

The government seeks to recover 
all the money claimed to bo lost in 
the last five years by alleged false in- 
voices for. Importations niado by Jo- 
seph Brooks & Co., manufacturers of 
woolens, worsteds and linings, of 
Bradford, England, and this city. As- 
sistant Attorney Whitney said:' 

"This is tho biggest case of tho 
kind tho government has ever had. 
The frauds Involvo several woolen 
manufacturing, firms in England. Tho 
total amount of the, duties which tho 
government has lost through these im- 
portation frauds Is much greater than 
In the sugar under weigh lug cases.''
